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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because formal drawings should be submitted. 
Also, numerals should be used to reference specific features in the drawings, not dual 
letters like "EX". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

4. Claims 1-3 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 1-3 it is unclear what element "it" refers to. See the second to 
the last line of the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 

States. 

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Vanau et 
al.. 

Regarding claims 1-4, as can be readily seen in the drawings, Varnau et al. 
meets the claimed limitations. Note the absorbing means 16 has an opening at one of 
its ends at 34 and note the threaded fastener at 18 which it receives. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 102(b) as being anticipated by Delpech 

et al. 

Regarding claims 1-4 Delpech et al. discloses a shock absorbing means at 
1,7,12 that meets the claimed requirements.
